SAYS R. L. WHEELOCK

Declaring proper legislation is 
the only solution for present con- 
ditions in the East' Texas oil 
fields, R. L. Wheelock, promi- 
nent 
independent operator 
and 
former mayor of Corsicana, urg- 
ed the citizenship to become alert 
to the situation that now exists 
and demand that this legislation 
be forthcoming without undue de- 
lay. 


"This question touches the very 
vitals of Corsicana 
since there 


are large mumbers of our citi- 
zens xwith 
investments 
in 
the 
large East 
Texas 
fields," Mr. 
Wheelock declared in discussing 
the over production, low prices of 
oil and the general violation of 
the proration 
order now preva- 


lent in the East Texas area. 
"This condition reaches into the 


pocketbook of every institution in 
this city and should concern all 
of us,'1 Mr. Whee)ock said. "It is 
time to wake up a.nd demand leg- 
islation tOj correct this evil of 
slaughter and waste that the nat- 
ural resources of our state may 
not be dissipated in such a fool- 
ish manner," he said. 
It was 


pointed out by Mr. Wheelock that 
the proper development of the 
new fields would mean anywhere 
up to $15,000,000 and possibly more 
in the pockets of Corsicana citi- 
zens. 
"A large number of our 


citizens have 
extensive holdings 
in East Texas," he said. 
Force Rigid 
Enforcement. 


Continuing the discussion of the 


situation Mr. Wheelock said: 
"According to a message 
sent 
recently by H. L. Hunt, largest 
independent operator in the Join- 
er area, to Gov, Sterlinr 95 per 
cent 
of the 
operators 
in East 
Texas are in favor of rigid en- 
forcement of the proration of oil 
runs. The majority of the pres- 
ent violators, Mr. Hunt said, are 
breaking proration through what 
they believe the necessity to pro- 
tect their leases from 
drainage 


rnd are for proration if enforced. 
Comparatively all land and royal- 
ty holders who have thoughtfully 
informed 
themselves, 
favor 
ab- 
solutely equal and ratable talcing 
of 
oil, with oil production 
re- 


stricted within 'the demand of re- 
sponsible ''purchasers who probab- 
ly will account and pay for the 
oil they run." 


"Proration 
is a plan for the 


conservative production of oil and 
gas which takes Its name from its 
basic 
rule: 
a proportionate or 
pro rata division among all pro- 
ducers, large' and small, of the 
market 
outlet of the 
field 
or 


fields to which the plan is applied. 
Basically, 
it 
is simple enough. 


Applied in the spirit of its concep- 
tion, it is the fairest plan yet 
devised for adjustment of supply 
to demand. It is favored by the 
oil industry as a whole, and by 
an overwhelming majority of in- 
dividuals engaged in the industry. 


"The market for oil from a giv- 
en area is as'certainable from the 
demand __for 
transportation. 
Un- 


der proration, the market deter- 
mines the controlled production 
of the area, and this controlled 
production Is divided among the 
producers in proration to the po- 
tential production of their prop- 
erties. Oil 
is 
taken 
ratably 


throughout 
the area and the 


weakest producer, as well as the 
strongest, Is protected in the en- 
joyment 
of transportation 
facil- 


ities. 
" Open production on the other 
hand, allows producers possess- 
ing special advantages not only 
to monopolize the market outlet, 
but to hog the oil of their less 
fortunate neighbors. It is a case 
of each for himself, and ruin for 
those who cannot take care of 
themselves. The stronger opera- 
tors, having a market are able 
to produce 
to capacity, 
while 


their weaker neighbors can neith- 
er sell their oil nor conserve it 
under the ground. 


Would Serve All Interests. 
"There is no reason why pro- 


ration, carried out under the di- 
rection 
of state authorities, as 


is contemplated by Texas statut- 
es, should not serve the true in- 
terests of all oil producers and 
of thc public. Certainly It should 
be particularly attractive to the 
smaller producer, as putting him 
on a parity with the largest and 
strongest oil companies. 


"Now that the first excitement 


has passed, it appears, nearly all 
producers in the new East Texas 
field want proration. The picture 
painted 
in Mr. Hunt's 
message 


to Governor Sterling, a. picture of 
men and companies actually forc- 
ed to engage in wasteful produc- 
tion of oil. by fear of the dran- 
age of their leases, is one pain- 
ful 
to contemplate. It 
furnishes 


rather striking evidence that the 
new "freedom" claimed for pro- 
ducers by advocates of wide open 
production is no freedom at all, 
but 
quite the reverse. Further- 
more, it is evidence of a very 
urgent need for the strengthen- 
ing 
of 
our 
Texas conservation 
laws." .

enthusiastic over the flight, say- 
ing the twelve 500-hbrsepower mot-

great flying boat hummed along 
on the resumption of her long de-

trip from Europe to the

ship lanes.

wirelessed that she had increased 
her speed to 150 miles an hour 
and that she 'might land off the 
sland and complete her trip at 
dawn.

jubilant.

FALL IS WILLING 
TO TRY WASHINGTON 


TRIP UNNECESSARY 


WASHINGTON,

Chief Justice Wheat of the Dis-

R. B. Homan and Dr. Felix P. Mil- 
ler, 
all of whom previously had ex- 


amined Fall, 
concurred 
in the 


opinion he was too weak to make 
the trip. Dr. Safford said the for- 
mer cabinet member was sutter- 
ine from congestion at the base 
of his right lung, with a marked 
tendency to attacks of bronchial 
pneumonia.
